REPORT OF MEMBERS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens and Parents in the Town of Alexandria: 


As a report js always acceptable to every tax payer in 
town. A school report’ should be considered the most 
important of all reports. As it is the duty of all loyal 
citizens to take a deep interest in public schools, and 
give them a generous support—to this generation we must 
look to, to represent our town in the near future. 

We have had twenty-six weeks of school during the 
past year. And for our various schools in town we believe 
we secured competent teachers. But fear that some 
children did not receive the support at home that should 
have been given them for their good, and for the school 
and town. Pupils should not be kept at home a day, or 
part of a day, to do some particular work, it is something 
parents have no right todo. It is an injustice to pupils, 
school, teacher and taxpayer. It ought to be stopped, 
except in unavoidable circumstances. 

{t would be much better if our good people would 
visit the schools more often, and learn for themselves what 
is being done in the schoolroom, it would be a help to the 
teacher, and give more enthusiasm to the pupils.
